Aad Berea wan the rtn<t friend of 
Iba white (>e<iple uf KaHterti Kentucky. 
Fiooi the earliest years our tearbera 
bafa atudtod tbia territory, aad wa aia 
aow fkoioaa tbroogbout Iba wnrld for 
our educational xdaptatiina for the 
mountain region. Berea underntood 
Iba worth and pronr of theae people, 
aympatbiaad with their difficultiea 
and baaalfaeted a great ehange In 
the mountaina themaelree bn well an 
feoliag giaw More and mora iataaaa^ i tba good aama which tba paopla of 
many Soatbaraara quiatly aoM lbalr|tba 

p()ee<-Maiona. frewl their xlmfs, and 
mo\e(l to the free Statue. Kentucky 
fait tbia exodua and loat many of her 
oool-baoded and ronacientioua peopla. 
But in Baatem Kentucky a large 
numlter of anti nlavery men, of whom 
Caaaiuali. Clay to an axaoipla, ra- 
maiaad aad aoatiaaad to ataiaiaa 

their right of free apaaab. It wa* at 
CUt'h invitation that the liev John 
U. Fee, of Bracken county, tintt came 
aad aattlad oo tba Baraa ridga. Ua 
waabimaaU tba iaharitor of alafaa, 
bat had heard the call of duty to take 
up the deepiaed oauae of abolition. 
John Uanaon and otbara of like apirit 
gatberad around bioi, and tbara the 
Oollege waa born. If ever man ware 
led by a aenae of duty to deny them 
aelvaa aad undergo bardahipa for the 
aafcaof Obrtal H waa Ibaaa pioaaara. 
Some of ua know how much moral 
oourHKeand liow much bodily c<.>urage 
it re<|uire<l. Mr Fee's daughter told 
DM that ia bar obiUbood ahatbougbt 
oo nora of a nob Ibaa of a thnadar* 

atorm —ahe auppoaed everyl)o<ly had 
niuba A few yeara ago on our lom- 
meiioement alalia lha Hon. John D. 
Uarria, who waa oaa of the company 
wbiob warned tba Berea teachera to 
leave in 1S,')<,I. publicly abook handa 
with Principal Bogara, and told him 
bawaaglad iadaad Ibal ba bad re 
turned to the State. 

The original ronatitution, drawn up 
long before the war, baglaa wttb the 
worda "In order to promote the oauae 
of Chriat," and deolarea that the inati- 
tution ahall be "oppoaed to aeoterian- 
iam, alavaholding, aaala, aad arary 
other wrong laatitatioa or praattoa," 
and open to "all youn^f |>eople of 
good moral character. " There waa 
(x>urage, there waa principle. They 
may bare baaa mtotakaa, or abaad of 
tba liraea, but Ibay wara oartalnly 
unaelfish and in earnent. And we are 
all glad today that there were aome 
people oppoaed to alavary, and tbal 
by Qod'a good providanoe that dark 
abadow baa baaa liftad from our land. 



Berea'a influence eitenda. 

Our aehool baa been a univaraal civ- 
ilizer. Wa bava tought the people 
how to bava a mtatioa of aropa, aad 
bow to galbar obaataala wItbuuA ovt- 

ting down the treen' The majority 
of our atudenta are proviileil with 
aoma form of manual lalx>r ao that 
tbay ae()uira at ooaa tba babit of in- 
duatrr, akill la a uaafnl trade, and a 
little money toward their eihu atinn. 
Oambling, liquor, and tobaooo are 
praUbMad, aad aoloaUy baatobad. 
Over 900 atodanto aigned tba temper- 
ance pledge one night laat week. 
Sooraa of our young paopla go out 
amy auaunar to taaob ia tba publto 
aaboola, aaab oaa aanryiag a little 
traveling library and »'ach one expect- 
ing to atart a Sunday- school. Tbia ia 
the kind of work, gentlemen, which 
laya the fooadattoaa of aattoaalgraat- 
aeen deep ia tba bmli aod Ufaa of 
the people. (80B «yia, 174 •olOM 
atudenta.) 

Aad. tbto work, baaaoaa of Ha akUl, 
baoauaa of ita auooaaa, baoauaa of the 
apirit in whioh it ia adminiatored, has 
attracted the attention of people who 
pray for tba progreaa of the world. 
Loiigfallow'a daagblar aaoda aa aa- 
nual gift; Hamilton W. Ifahie and 
Julian Kalpb make long pilgrimagea 
to viait ua. 

But tbara to oaa point— aad only 
oaa— witb wbiab paopla at a dlataooe, 
people who have never vinitetl Berea, 
find fault. We are otiticiaed becauae 
it U aaid we do Bol naha aaoogh din 
tinotion batwaaa oor wblto aad our 
oolored atudenta- Thia matter haa 
been iimde a kind of red rag to iu- 
Hama paopla againat fiarea. In a 
manorial to Iba Lagtolatura, Baraa 
and all its donors have been bald ap 
to execration aa though wa wara ia 
some way corrupting tba morale of 
tha paopla. Latua laiaatigata oalmly 
aad aaa aaaatly wbal Baraa Oollaga 
doee and teacbai OB tbU point. There 
ia certainly a chance for honeat differ-

enoe of opinion as to just how far 
the raoee should be kept apart. Some 
good people think the Negro should 

be v<<i)t bai'k to .\frii-a itii ocaaa is 
not too widea neparativin. My friend, 
John Temple U raves, of Atlanta, 
thinin the raoee should be separated 
byState lioee— that the coIotmI |>«>ople 

should l)e set olT in icrtiiiii it-rritorieH 
all bf themselves. Not luauy of us 
go so far ss that. It is a queetion of 
degree and judgment. There are 
scaroelj any twoSouthern cities where 
the limitations are exactly the aame. 

First of ell Berea favors a tapara- 
tioe of the raeea ia the puUie sohoola 
of Kentuckv. If i« not a law of 
nature that the races shonid Ih- nepar- 
ated. In Ohio it is probably l>etter 
that thej should be united. But for 
Keotoeky this is the bsat srrsnge- 
ment. and this was put into a \\\\ liv 
men who were giMHl friends of lierea. 

But what is good for public echools, 
where all attend witiiout any partie- 
ular sifting as to moral character, may 
not l>e beet in every private si hiH)l 
We all agree that there should be 
friendly relatioBS snd s good uader- 
standing. founded on mutual laspsot, 
between the races .Such understand- 
ing now largely rehts upon ncijuaint- 
aaoe based upon the former relation 
of maslaraad shiTa. As time goes 

on such ai (juaiiitance lap-es and the 
NeK roes get really le-s contact with 
the better eienieut of the white race 
than ia the daja of alavery. So it 
has seemed to us a good thing tliat 
•(elected indi- iilual^ teai her-t for the 
moat part and the children of 
tsasbsrs, shoold hawtbs iasbniation 
ol white men and women, and 
measure themselvee in the clasaroom 
with white students. It has aleo 
seemed good tliat our white students 
should tabs aa iatsrsst ia the prog- 
ress of their colore<l neighbors, and 
really meet in ollicial relations at 
school some of the t)etter representa- 
tives of that raoe. Oeitaialy if the 
two noes are to live sMe bf side, and 

I'O operate for the general welfare, 
some training is desirable on 
the part of so«a Isadsca ia tba artof 
getting along with aiataal isapeot 
and good feeling. 

Certainlr much depends upon the 
spirit aad regulationa of a sehool 
ir!«sia this is done. Ton have been 



been Htriirk with their pietv. culture, 
and ilevotiou to the education and 



uplifting of the claaaea least able to 
help themselvee. It waa impossible 
not to note their cleannees of charac 

ter, xiiil |iuritv of motive, ainl tlie 
wonderful amount of good they were 
doing, aot only in plaoing a splendid 
education in the reach of thousande 
who otherw ise could not have attained 
it, but also in the great religious, 
mural, and law-abiding inAuenose, 
which eminate from that oeater. In- 
decil I mn c|uite '.ure that in friHMloin 
fioiu i>cau<lai iierea College will com 
pare favorably with aaj Other ooUsge 
ia tu laud." 
Andf in the second pisea let me 

ipiote one of our colored students. 
An assembly of about lifty perKuiis iu 
favor of this bill was held in Rich- 
mond, and at its end a colored man 
named Jan. White, aaked permission

Northeiii .State has invaded the aca- 
demic freedom of private institutiona 
by requiring tlut colored people 
should be admitted to all oollegen and 
uuiw'rsilies: and ii- a luntter of fa<'l 
lu most Northern States there are now 
inetiiutione which plainly state ia 
their advertieementa that one or the 
other race iii excluded by the charter 
of the school III other words, the 
North, whil« adopting for its public 
sehoolatha policy of miiiag the

arj spirit iu which lierea wa-^fouuded. 
As for our regulations each race has 
always had ita owa social life. We 
have always been too poor to provide 
shelter for all our students, and the 
msjority hnd homes with selected 
families ia the village. There ia lass 
intimacy between the raoee in Bern 
than in many other Kentucky towns, 
but there ia more reapect, because our 
aalected ooloiad students are more 
isspsetable thaa the average of their 
laoa. We have not always known or 
followed the eti(|uutte of caste, but 
our anangements have been auch aa 
to prsvsat aay tsodsaey toward iater- 
msrrisge o^ moral oontaminstion. 
The advocates of this l>lll say that 
their men deeire is to keep the races 
purs. OentleaMO, that is certainly 
one of the main deairea of Berea 
College. We may differ as to how 
this is to be done, but we can shake 
hands in friendship because we desirs 
thsMMMraealt. 

I am ac(|iiainte<l with the old 
abditionists, as they were called, and 
with their children throughout the 
oonatry, and I eaa say to you that I 
do aot know half % dosen persoas in 
the United .States who have expected, 
deeired, or admitted as poaaible a 
■tagUagof tharaass. If thsraahoold 
be a tendeney toward race contamin- 
ation in berea it would n quire no act 
of the Legislature to stop it — we 
should attend to it elfeotuaily our- 
selves. We beiiava that today then 
is less race contamination iu the 
sphere of Uerea's iuUuence than any- 
where sisa ia the State, and we will 
give you some evidence. The Berea 
way of preventing the mingling of the 
races is not liy repressing the Negro, 
and calling him by humiliating 
aamsa— that may do for a slave, but 
it is aot the method with a freedman 
— but we put auch oharaoter and self 
reapect into the N«gio tlM|thahaaps 
himself in order. 

Here are two bits of evidence of the 
most iiiteresting and unanswerable 
character. The firat ia a letter from 
the Hob. John D. Goodloa, a former 
menilx'r of this Senate. He says, "I 
am, as you well know, thoroughly 
Southern in my tastes and opiniona, 
and in polities a life- long Democrat 
of the moat thorough-going kind . I 
have lived withit: five miles of Berea 
for more tlian twenty yeara, and had 
the amplest opportunity of psiaoaally 
knowing the prominent men ooaaeot- 
ed with that iastitution, and of ob-

And as a third bit ol evidence here 
is a testimonial and reraonstraDce. 
signed t>y four-fiflha of the white 
voters of Berea, snd by some hnn- 

drecis of other voters and prop«'rty 
holders near us, which teetiKee to 
Berea's "eminent suoosns not only in 
guarding againat any improprieties 
and misconduct, but alao in instilling 
into the pupils the principles of 
honor and the apirit of true religion." 

Oeotiemea, a tree is kaowa by its 
fruits. Berea must be judged, it i* 
willing to l)e judgtxl, aa to this matter 
of race. t)v the charai'ter of its colored 
studente. If they are immoral or 
impudent then we agree that Berea 
ought to Im* radically change<l. But 
if we have trained for you a class of 
ooloia d men on whom rou depend 
very largely for the guidaaoe of that 
race to day, then it must be that 

Berea deeerves Vdur approval We 
have nut succeeded according to our 
deairee, but wa have esitainly suc- 
ceeded to some extent. Kentucky 
has lM><'n glad t4J take every colored 
stiiilent we could even partially train 
and set thsm up as modele and lead- 
ers for th* f tasdmea. Faets must 
speiik We are ilding ncconling to 
our mcaLs and ability something to- 
ward making the colored population 
more Tittnons, effieient, law abidiag 
reepectful and self-reepeeting— eiaet- 
ly the thing whu h the Ix'st |>eople of 
this State desire to have done.

This bill was ret'ommended iiy the 
Hdiicational C ommittee of the iiouae 
under the falee aocueation that Bersa 
was alrssdy violating the laws of the 

State, and had siniply l>eeii allowed to 
run ou because no penalty had l>een 
apeoified. The same claim waa made 
before the House of Representatives 
at the time this bill was passe<t. The 
hoaorable memlMrs of tbis/'unimitlee 
aad of the Senate are now fully aware 
that tbia eharga was oatroe. A sligM 
attention to the laws of our (\>mmon' 
wealth shows that where they forbid 
the atteodance of white and colored 
at the same aohool they refer solely 
and only to the schools supported by 
State funds. With regard to private 
institutions, however, it is certainly 
very questionable whether the Com- 
moawealth has the right to interfere 
in the internal management. To say 
that I may not tiMch a white and a 
colored kwy at the aame time may 
wall be oonsidsrsd aa iavaaioa of psr- 
soaal liberty. Berea's cause, there- 
fore, in this matter is the cause of 
academic freedom in the whole land- 
But above all techn i calities of the 
Isw I pressot to you the moral wrong 
which it would l>e for Kentucky- 
even if she had the power — after 
allowing donors and friends in good 
faith for a period of nearly fifty years 
to inveet not only largd funds but 
large efforts, involving years of life, 
in this institution, now to allow it to 
be harried by erippliag Isgishitkw. 

Moreover, it should certainly Ixt a 
motive with the legislators to do all 
that can Ije dooa towards effacing 
lathsr than iataasityiac ssaiioaal 
liass. Tba Matthara Staiss have 
adopted as a (Saeral policy the (siu- 
cation of whila and colored iu the 
aame schools. Tba South has adopt- 
ed—as it had reason and right to do 
—thaooatrary policy. Well and good. 



tolerates as perfectly right and honor 
able ill" contrary p 'licy Now is it 
not reasouable that a Isinler State 
like Keatuoky ahould take the eame 
attitudesad allowtheeametderationt 

esjs'cially w hen this is the custom 
of tiie whole civili/ed »i)rld outside 
our old slave Statea, aad when il is a 
usage which grew up aaturaily on our 
own noil and has flourished without 
evil fruits for so inaiiv years. 
For 4U years everyone knew Lierea s 
positioa. Senator McCrary livas in 
our county. He has always known 
Berea, and disapproved of thia one 
point. But when he was governor 
he never thought of resomsaeading 
that the legielatara should oaderUke 
to pass a law against freedom'of ti>ach 
ing. It is too late a day to undertake 
auch an invaaion of private rigbta. 

I'erhaps I should rest the matter 
I here I deeire to lie a helper to every 
frienil of education m this region. 
I And, aa 1 have eaid liefore, it ia my 
belief that the things I deeire are the 

'things which my neighbors all desire 
- to see the white «'om(uuiiity and the 
colored community living s.de by 
side, with mutual ooafideace aad re- 
spect, each with its owa social life, 
and its own guides and leaih-rs ami 
both CO operating for the progress uf 
the State. 

Let me. however, take up one t)iher 
aspect of the situation. In case you 
should, for reasons to OM iacompra- 
heoeibia, deem it aeesssary to pass 
some law interfering with the internal 
management of Berea College, let me 
ask that the bill or law ahould be 
framed with a eonsidsiatioa for the 
work Iterea haa dooe aad aiay do I 
am s.ire yon will feel that the s(>rvice 
which has been performed by Iterea 
I College to thia Commonwealth ea- 
I titlea it to bwge eoasMeratkm. And. 

inore<iver. you desire to Appear to the 

thousands of friends uf this lustitu- 
tioo, who watch your action, you 
deeire to appear to them to act with 
eome degree of jueticeand moderation. 

• If course any act of dnubtfiil con 
stitutionaiity, tlirowiug ua into the 
eourta, would eeem like psrseoutioo, 
entailing espMMaaad uncertainly. So 
any act impairing a charter would 
make donors and i npitalista hesitate 
to invent in thui StaU. The bill aa it 
nowstaads has heee twice amended, 
doubtless with kind intent, but yet 
inconsiderately, li would re<|iiire us 
to select a new site, twenty five miles 
away, uuUm purchases, plan buildings, 
and set up the complicated snd ex- 
pensive machinery of a new institii 
tluu in the short space of aix months 
Compliance would ba impossible. I 
cannot tell what courss we ehould 
adopt in the event of hostile legisia 
tion, but you would certainly desire 
to leave our trusteee the laigeat 
liberty to meet hard eonditione in the 
way they should find best ami least 
expensive. We cannot, and would 
not, as eoBM have suggested, treet the 
colored maa as Abraham treated 
Ishmsel— give him a bottle of water 
and turn Lun adrift in the wiiileriiess 
Tba Negro is in need; and we think 
of tba tiiM whea Christ shall aay, 
"Inaamuch as ye did it unto one of 
these, my i)rethren, ye did it unto 
me." On ;he other hand the rfs|uiro- 
meat that wa should remove the 
whits atadaatslo sooM poiat twaaty- 
five miles away would oat down the 
advantages of each dlritloa of the 
school one half. 1 1 woold amount to 
a oonfiecation of half oar properties. 

But, gentlemen, I do not dwell on 
this point, for 1 lielieve vou are fully 
convinced tliat it is aafe and juat to 
allow aa lurtllHoa arUeh hsa for so 
long s time been doing much goo<l 
and no harm to go forward uuhmdured 
and not uncheured bf the paMotie 
people of Kentucky.
